The prisoner’s inti- 
macy with Lord Alfred Douglas and the 
exhibition of the younger man by the hotels 
and public places in and about London were 
severely commented upon by counsel. 

Referring to the much commented upon 
letters which Wilde wrote to Lord Alfred 
Douglas, counsel said that the jury had 
been told they were too low to appreciate 
such poetry and he thanked God it was so, 
as it showed y were above the level of 
beasts, (Applause which the judge promptly 
suppressed.) 

Sir Edward Clarke. leading counsel for 
Wilde, here interposed, objecting to such 


moned before him: Then tn a voice trembling 
with emotion the Justice said: “I never be- 
fore had such a shocking case as this to 
deal with.“ 

To men such as you are by the very 
nature of your crime lost to all sense of re- 
morse for what you have done. To think 
that you, Taylor, should be the keeper of a 
male brothel, and that you, Wilde, a man 
of reputed culture, should be such a per- 
verter of young men. There is no doubt but 
that the verdict is a just one, and I shall 
give you the full penalty allowed by law, 
and I only regret that it is not more severe.

WASHINGTON, May %.—In an interview 
on the crop report, Secretary Morton said: 

“The recent remarkable boom in wheat 
undoubtédly began with the publication of 
this Department’s estimate of the amount 
of wheat in farmers’ hands March 1. Our 
report, issued on March 10, showed that not 
over 75,000,000 bushels were so held, Under 
the old statistical methods of the Agricul- 
tural Department returns had been received 
indicating that 154,000,000 bushels of wheat 
were held by farmers. 

J had the matter thoroughly looked into 
and found that -many of the agents on 
whom the department had relied for its re- 
turns had been sending in the same figures 
for years without varying a bushel, showing 
plainly that they had been guessing all the 
time. So we made a careful investigation. 
We discovered that Kansas City was buying 
wheat from Chi and that the country 
millers were getting their suppMes from the 
same source. Instead of 4,000,000 bushels in 
the hands of Minnesota farmers, we found 
they had only 2,000,000. Michigan was prac- 
tically stripped of wheat. Seven operators 
were put in possession of false information 


by parties who used the same sources of 
information on which we formerly relied, 
They went on the bear side of the market, 
and several of them, I guess, have gone 
under.

Mr. Carlisle did not refer at Memphis to his 
speech of 1878, but he did refer to it at Cov- 
ington, and said: 

“ Some of the opinions then expressed 
have been modified, and some of them have 
been changed altogether by subsequentevents 
and by a more thorough investigations of 
the subjects to which they related, but on 
the question of free coinage, my convic- 
tions have never been shaken for a mo-

“But he did not state, even at Covington, 
what parts of his former speech he repudi- 
ated, and what parts he modified. He 
served in the House and Senate for about 
fifteen years after the making of that 
speech, and never upon a single occasion did 
he attempt to withdraw the utterances of 
1878 or to modify the emphasis with which 
he then spoke. He explained that he voted 
for free coinage in 1878 in the hope that it 
would be amended in the Senate, but he 
never voted against free coinage until after 
the nomination of Mr. Cleveland in 1692. 
It is true that in 1878 Mr. Carlisle did say 
that he opposed the free coinage of silver; 
but he ought, in all fairness, to have stated 
that he was at that time opposed to the free 
coinage of gold also. He said in his speech 
of 1878: ‘I am opposed to free coinage of 
either gold or silver, but in favor of the un- 
limited coinage of both metals upon terms 
of exact equality.’ 

“Not only is his present language con- 
tradicted by his former speech, but a let- 
ter written in 1890 by him says that he was 
at that time in favor of the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver.

„Mr. Carlisle asks why the advocates of 
bimetallism are not in favor of the re- 
storation of silver gradually. What mock- 
ery this is! Did not we secure the passage 
of the seigniorage bill just after repeal of 
the Sherman law, and did not Mr. Carlisle's 
chief, Mr. Cleveland, veto this bill, notwith- 
standing the fact that it was voted for by 


more than two-thirds of the Democrats of 


both Houses? Did not the advocates of bi- 
metallism in the Senate offer to support a 
bill providing for the unlimited coinage of 
silver, without the provocation that the 
Government should charge a seigniorage 
equal to the difference between the bullion 
and coinage values? Did not the opponents 
of silver oppose this measure as violently as 
they did the free coinage of silver? 
THEN AND NOW. 

“In 1878, when Mr. Carlisle was in sym- 
pathy with the masses of the people, he said: 
Let us. if we can do no better, pass bill af- 
ter bill, embodying in each some one sub- 
stantial provision for relief, and send them 
to the executive for his approval. If he 
withholds his signature and we are unable 
to secure the necessary vote here or else- 
where to enact them into laws, notwith- 
standing -his veto, let us, as a last resort, 
suspend the rules and put them into general 
appropriation bills, with the distinct under- 
stamding that if the people can get no re- 
lief, the Government can get no money.’ 

“These are the words of the same distin- 

ished statesman who, at Memphis and 

ovington, assures the people that there is 
now no need of reilef and that we have only 
to — ol the prosperity guaranteed by a gold 
standard 


“Mr. Carlisle, in discussing the legal ratio, 
assumes that the United States can accom- 

lish no more by free coinage than our 
ittle neighbor, Mexico, and overlooks entire- 
ly the effect which will be produced upon the 
value of silver bullion by the unlimited use 
of it in the United States. In other words, 
he does not take into consideration the fact 
that the United States is, in commercial 
standing, more than ten times as great as 
Mexico, and he does not take into considera- 
tion that an increased demand, such as 
would be furnished by the United States, 
will affect the price of that portion of sil- 
ver which falls upon the market. 

“In estimating the amount of gold avail- 
able for coinage annually, he fails to con- 
sider the great increase in the consumption 
of gold in the arts and the increase in com- 
merce in the last hundred years. Mr. Car- 
lisie holds out no hope of international bi- 

lism, but insists that it is the duty of 
this Government to maintain a gold stand- 
ard, and tries to show that it will cause no 
appreciation in the value of the dollar. 

At the Memphis convention, Mr. Catch- 
ings insisted that the opponents of silver 
were expecting international bimetallism. 
This seeming conflict between Mr. Carlisle 
and Mr. Catchings can be easily explained. 
Mr. Carlisle believed that the Government 
should buy whatever silver it needs and, 
therefore, might be called a ‘buy-metallist.’ 
Mr. Catchings is in favor of the restoration 
of silver after awhile, if other nations wil) 
help us, and, therefore, may be called a

ARRAYED AGAINST SILVER, 


Another Cleveland Letter and an Argu- 
ment by Eckels. 


— — — — 


NEW YORK, May 26.—The convention of 
Democratic editors came to a conclusion 
with a banquet at Delmonico’s last night. 
During the evening Mr. John A. Mason read 


a letter from President Cleveland, who said: 

“When a campaign is actively on foot to 
force the free, unlimited and. independent 
coinage of silver by the Government at a 
ratio which will add to our circulation un- 


|} restrained millions of so-called dollars, in- 


trinsically worth but half the amount they 
purport to represent, with no provision or 
resource to make good any deficiency in 
value, and when it is claimed that such a 
proposition has any relation to the princi- 
ples of Democracy, it is time for all who 
may in the least degree influence Demo- 
cratic thought to realize the responsibility. 

“Our party is the party of the people, 
not because it is wafted hither and thither 
by every sudden wave of public popular 
excitement and misconception, but because, 
while it tests every proposition by the doc- 
trines which underlie its organization, it 
insists that all interests should be defended 
in the administration of the Government 
without especial favor or discrimination. 

“Our party is the party of the people 
because in its care for the welfare of all 
‘our countrymen it resists dangerous 
schemes born of discontent, advocated by 
appeals to sectional or class prejudices, and 
re-enforced by the insidious acts of private 
selfishness and cupidity. 

„Above all, our party is the party of the 
people when it recognizes the fact that 
sound and absolutely safe money is the 
life blood of our country’s strength and 
prosperity, and when it teaches that none 
of our fellow-citizens, rich or poor, great 
or humble, can escape the consequences of 
a degeneratidn of our currency. 

‘‘Democratic care and conservatism dic- 
tate that, if there exists inconvenience and 
hardship, resulting from the congestion or 
imperfect distribution of our circulating 
medium, a remedy should be applied which 
will avoid the disaster that must follow 
in the train of silver monometallism.” 

HILL ON SILVER. 

Senator Hill, in speaking to the toast 
“Democracy,”’ said, 

“If the resolutions adopted by the dele- 
gates to the national conventions held by 
each of the two great parties in 1892, and 
the resolutions adopted by those same par- 
ties represented in the several State con- 
ventions of 1894, are an indication, it is plain 
that the voters of the country generally pre- 
ter the bimetallic system of coinage that 
prevailed in the United States before 1873.

erties. 

“An attempt is made to disown any such 
claim by pleading that silver is wrongfully 
discriminated against, the amount of our 
circulating medium is too small per. capita, 
and that the country is in financial distress 
by reason thereof, though the circulation 
er capita is greater now than at any time 
n the country’s history, made so largely by 


the coinage since 1878 of 423,127,639 silver dol- 
lars, but under this pretext is to be found 
the real reason for the promotion of the aifi- 
ver interests by legislative enactment.

Such money would be, as it ought, a 
reproach to the American people. If there 

any Democrat advocating such a cur- 
rency, and at the same time cherishing as 
his er idol Thomas Jefferson, let him 
read and reflect upon these words, trans- 
lated by Jefferson from a French manu- 
script, and sent to John Adams with his 
hearty indorsement: ‘It is to be desired 
that coin should bear no other names than 
of those of their weight, and that the arbi- 
trary denominations called moneys of ac- 
count, as pounds, shillings, pence and so 
forth, had never. been used.

DEMOCRATIC _ REORGANIZATION. 


Chairman Brady Says It Will Be Ef- 
fected in Ample Time. 


What is being done about the reorgani- 
zation of the committee?” was propounded 
to Chairman Brady. 

“Nothing at present and nothing can be 
during the summer. If I were to call a 
meeting of the committee to-day I doubt if 


we would get a quorum. It's hard enough to 
get a quorum in the fall and winter. when 
everybody has plenty of time. The commit- 
tee will be called in ample time to effect a 
strong organization for the next campaign.“ 
It has been suggested that a general 
committee of 400 or more be chosen with 
an executive committee of about fifteen to 
do the work now performed by the Central 
Committee. Do you favor that idea?“ 

No: I certainly do not, because I think, 
and the people demand, that each ward shall 
have representation in the committee. Sup- 
pose there was an executive committe of 
fifteen; how would that committee inform 
itself on any matter that might come up 
with reference to a ward that had no repre- 
sentative in it? It would be obliged to lay 
the matter over until it could get some man 
from the ward to come and post it up. No. 
the experience of all practical workers, and 
the sentiment of the people is for every 
ward to have a representative in the com- 
mittee. But as far as I have ascertained 
the sentiment of the committee and of work- 
ers, I find that the sentiment is in favor of 
a precinct organization, five men for each 
precinct, to elect their own chairman and 
to do all the work of organization in the 
precinct as auxiliary to the Central Com- 
mittee—net to be superior to the committee, 
but N thereto. That plan will be 
adopted, I believe, within the next few 
months. But I am certain that the people 
would not be satisfied unless every ward had 
representation in the committee. The pre- 
cinct 5 has * 4 advocated by the Post- 
Dispatch and is, I believe, the only correct 
and practical plan.“ 

In conclusion, on this topic of local reor- 
gonization, Mr. Brady said that factional 
differences in the Democratic ranks had al- 
most entirely disappeared with the disap- 
pearance of the chiéf subject of conten- 
tion—patronage. A minority Mr. Brady had 
nearly always found to be harmonious. It 
was only when a party was in the majority 
and some of the workers were getting places 
and others were receiving nothin that 
quarrels sprang up. He believed that a 
very considerable number of the present 
Central Committee had as yet had no fair 
opportunity to show what they could do 
in organizing and unifying the people of 
their wards, for they had been chosen only 
last fall in contests that had been started 
to break the hold of machine politicians, 
This they had successfully accomplished, 
and he believed they ought to be given a 
chance to show what they could do toward 
getting Democrats of these wards into line.

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THROWN OVER THE RAILING. 
A Danville Mob Makes Short Work of 


the Ravishers of Misses Ben- 
nett and Draper.

DANVILLE, III., May 2%.—John Halls, 
Jr., and William Royce, the two 
young men of unsavory reputation who as- 
saulted Miss Laura Bennett and Miss LII- 
lian Draper, were hanged to the Gilbert 
street bridge, the scene of their crime, .at 
3:30 a. m. to-day, just as the first streaks of 
daylight were seen in the East. On the 
way to the bridge from the jail a procession 
was formed, taking the boys through the 
Main street. Halls and Royce both walked 
with a firm step and a rope around their 
neck. Royce wanted to see his father and a 
delay followed. His father did not ceme. 


Halls said he was not ashamed of what he 
had done. They would not jump and they 
were both thrown over the eo railing at 
3:45. n! dro . 30 feet and death fol- 
lowed, both expiring in fearful convulsions. 
Their faces were not covered. They hung 
side by side on the east railing. 

From midnight, when the crowd first made 
its appearance at the jail doors, until the 
victims were reached, it was the determined, 
desperate struggle of a frenzied mob to mete 
summary justice, battling against heavy 
oaken doors and iron bars, and occasionally 
halted by the grim stand of a little band of 
defenders of law and order under the com- 
mand of Sheriff Thompson. A telegraph 
pole was used as a battering ram. 

No amount of parleying on his part and no 
plea from his wife could withstand the mob, 
which had but ove object in view. 

At 2 o'clock Thompson sent for Judge 
Bookwalter of the Circuit Court, who ad- 
dressed the crowd from the jail corridor. He 
counseled them to peace and order. For a 
minute, and but a minute only, nis words 
were heeded. Then another desperate at- 
tempt was made to reach the cells where the 
two men were secreted. Finally Royce was 
located crouching and shivering with fear, 
His cell door was quickly battered down. A 
score of hands dragged him unceremonious- 
ly from his hiding place underneath the 
wooden bench which serves prisoners 4s 
their bed. Half dragged and half pene 
he was hustled into the dining-room an 
seated on the table. A rope Was placed 
over his head, and while part of the mob 
kept close guard over him, the others con- 
tinued the search for Halls until he was dis- 
covered in another and more remote portion

mg the most sensational incident of 
the lynching occurred during Judge Book- 
walter’s 2 to the mob. At first his 
words produced a telling effect. But the 
leaders, who are the most prominent men in 
the county, replied: Les, we know the jury 
will convict them and give them a severe 
sentence, but Gov. Altgeld will pardon them 
out. He recently pardoned three brutes you 
sent up from Champaign County for twenty 
years, and he will pardon these men. If 
any other man than Altgeld was Governor 
we would not lynch these men. But we are 
determined he will never have a chance to 
turn them loose.’

TRADE WITH THE ORIENT. 


Consuls on the Prospects for the United 
States Securing It. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Bureau of 
Statistics of the State Department has just 
published reports from Consular officers 
upon the Oriental market for dairy prod- 
ucts and fruits. 

Consul Hunt at Hong Kong sums up the 
subject for that part of China as follows: 
There are two articles—condensed milk 
and raisins—from the United States which 
are used by Europeans and Chinese and 
should command an important place in the 
market. I might add that butter, ham and 
bacon, and all kinds of salt meats are in de- 
mand at a small profit; however, it is neces- 
sary to improvise a new mode of packing 
them. 

Consul-General Melvar at Kanagawa, 
Japan, reports for that empire, saying: 
“The market for dairy products and fruits 
in Japan is very limited, since the demand 
for them, except apples, is confined to the 
foreign residents at the — — ports and a 
few natives of the higher ciass. 

Consul Smithers of Osaka and Hiogo, 
Japan — that oo are some imports of 
the articles named. 

Consul Summer at Bombay says that Cali- 
fornia canned fruits are considered the best 
in the Bombay market, 

Consul General Polk at Calcutta says 
there is small chance for United States fruit 
growers in Bengal. The United Kingdom 
has most of the trade, sending about ,000 
worth of cheese. 

Vice Consul Boon at Padang reports that 
the dairy products are almost exclusively 
from Holland and Switzerland. The dis- 
trict produces a very large — of 
tropical fruits.

Vice Consul General ler at Teheran, 
Persia, says the — 1 ucts come mostly 
from European coun American meats, 
salmon and canned fruits are now sold in 
Persia.

ORDINANCE TANGLE. 


Power of the B. P. I. to Let Contracts 
Innocently Abrogated. 


An innocent little ordinance approved 
March 6, 189, providing for an increase of 
salary of the messenger in the office of the 
President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, was the occasion of a little flurry 
in that department yesterday.

Developing a “ Detroit Plan” for 
the Vagrants of the City. 


HOW THE WEARIES TAKE IT. 


Some Are Tramps in Fact and in Name, 
But Others Avera Willingness to 
Work Wherever They Can Get It. 


There were about nine box-car tenants 
before Judge Peabody in the First District 
Police Court Friday. Vigilant watchmen 
in various railroad yards had gathered them 
in during the night. As the victims could 
not acceptably explain their presence in the 
cars they were charged with trespass. 

They were of the class which Judge Pea- 
body is trying to interest the Detroit Plan 
Committee in to the extent of putting them 
to work. Intelligence of what is being 


planned for these gentlemen of leisure was 
conveyed to them by a Post Dispatch re- 
porter before their cases were calied 

Since Judge Peabody first suggested turn- 
ing over to the Detroit Plan Committee 
these men to be put to work, the matter has 
received some attention from members of 
the committee.

eering that the city secure a large tract 
of land and frame an ordinance authorizing 
the Police Courts to put the vagrants to 
work. In such event, Mr. Fairbach says, 
the committee would be willing to serve 
gratuitously in carrying out the plan. All 
that would be necessary would be the em- 
ployment of one man to supervise the 
work and the furnishing of meals at a 
nominal price. On the other hand, the com- 
mittee holds that it would not do for it 
to take the initiative, as that would have 
the appearance of confounding the emin- 
ently respectable and worthy poor with the 
semi-criminal class.

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mk SPECIAL SYSTEM ABUSED 
u 
Canvass to Which Attorneys 
ay Make Objection. 


The jury canvass now being made by a 
score of young lawyers under the direction 
of Jury Commissioner Mansfield is attract- 
ing much attention from the members of 
the bar. It is also drawing attention to 
the manner in which the Jury Commis- 
sioner makes up the panels, especially for 
special juries. . 

The attorneys who frequently appear for 
plaintiffs in damage suits @gainst corpora- 
tions, notably street railway companies, 
are very wroth at Mr. Mansfield’s methods, 
Which they allege are at variance with the 
law. These gentlemen hesitate to speak 
for publication for reasons known to them- 
selves. 

A curious fact, noted by persons who visit 
the courts, is that the citizens summoned 
for a special jury either have the same 
name or their names begin with the same 
letter, and read like a page from the City 
Directory. The secret of it is that the panel 
is chosen from a classified list kept by the 
Jury Commissioner. 

The law for special juries provides that the 
panel shall be drawn from the wheel in the 
same way that a petit jury is drawn. The 
attorneys who make the complaint quote 
from the scheme and charter to prove that 
it is not the theory of the special jury law to 


have a jury of greater intelligence than a 
petit jury. But, if the attorneys for either 
side of a case, after examining the panel for 
the current week, are not satisfied with the 
personnel of it, they can, three days before 
trial, demand that another panel be drawn 
from the same wheel from which the petit 
panel was taken. As a matter of fact, the 
attorneys for railroad companies do not look 
at the petit panel, but ask for a special jury 
whenever they are forced to trial. They 
show wisdom in this, for they get eighteen 
men whose names begin with the same let- 
ter, whose prejudices against damage suits 
are sometimes openly avowed, and whose 
connection with big corporations is intimate. 
The lawyers are loath to believe that these 
coincidences would occur if the special jury 
panels were turned from the wheel. 

It happened recently that six of the eigh- 
teen men of special jury averred their pre- 
judice against damage suits. The attorney 
for the plaintiff challenged three of them, 
but he could not prevent the other three 
from being on the jury. In another case, 
where a man named De Vita sued a fire 
clay company for injuries received in a clay 
mine, the name of each man in the panel 
began with S, and the first man examined 
was Mr. Sylvester, President of a coal 
company and owner of coal mines. He had 
lost several thousand dollars in damage 
suits, he said, and had a violent prejudice 
against them. 

The lawyers find fault with Mr. Mans- 
field’s instructions to his deputies, for from 
their reports he compiles his classified list. 
. At the foot of each slip, after the word 
“Remarks,” the deputy writes, superior,“ 
Fair,“ “ordinary” or “poor.” The super- 
jor’ citizens are presidents, directors and 
stockholders of corporations, and men who 
have large moneyed interests. The fair“ 
citizens are persons who hold positions 
of trust, such as bank tellers, managers and 
superintendents of large stores, factories, 
etc. The “ordinary” class embraces me- 
chanics and tradesmen, and the poor“ 
class includes day laborers and certain 

of mechanics. Any man marked 
poor“ is rever asked to serve, because he 
is stricken from the rolls. It is this classi- 
fying sytem which is the base of the evil, 
according to the lawyers, and it is said to 
be contrary to law. 

Mr. Mansfield, when asked to explain how 
he selected special jury panels, pooh- 

ohed the criticisms made and expressed 

is contempt for lawyérs in general. He 
did not care a blankety blank how much 
they kicked. As long as he had the ap- 
proval of the Circuit Judges, the lawyers 
might as well try to shove over the Court- 
house as to budge him from his position 
and course. He thought that certain attor- 
neys were getting their eye-teeth cut and 
were not so anxious to bring damage suits 
for every trifling injury. He was not dis- 
posed to explain how he chose panals for 
special juries, although he admitted that 
the names were taken from an alphabet- 
ical list. He was sure that this method 
made it impossible for any deputy to pack 
a jury on him, and, as a supply of special 
ju panels was always on hand ready for 
service before one was asked for, no one 
could say that a panel was chosen with ref- 
erence to any particular case. 

Mr. Mansfield, when asked whether special 
juries were not uniformly made up of men 

closely allied to big corporations and there- 
fore opposed to age suits, made the 
plea that nowadays every business is in- 
rated and every man is allied to a 
corporation. He drew from his desk the 
eport which he made to the Circuit Judges 

t October, which showed that in the 
year preceding, 144 special juries had been 
ordered. Forty-one of the cases had been 
continued, sixteen changes of venue taken, 
eleven suits dismissed, sixteen settled out 
of court, ten non-suited and twenty-one 
resulted in a mistrial, the special juries 
failing to agree. Of the suits resulting in 
a * twenty-four were for the plaintiff 
and fifteen for the defendant. 

A lawyer who has suffered much at the

suits now pending, says: 
“The Jury Commissioner has no right to 
select his jury pan from a class- 
ified list. he law directs that he must 
draw these s from the wheel, as he 
does the petit panels. Judge Hirzel, sitting 
at Clayton, held that this was the sense of 
the law. use a man or a corporation 
has 8 he is not entitled to a jury sup- 
posed to above the standard of intelli- 
gence, because it is made up of corporation 
officials and employes.

THAT GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


Butler Falls Back on Its Terms as 
Summer Comes On. 

The Board of Health Thursday again took 
up the question of the daily removal of 
garbage from slaughter-houses. The con- 
tract requires daily removal of hotel gar- 
bage without extra pay; all other garbage 
tri-weekly, with the proviso that the Board 


specified increase of compensation. 

The slaughter-house garbage presents a 
difficult problem. The offal when taken 
from animals is at a temperature of 98 
degs., and in consequence a few hours in 
hot weather suffices to make of the mass 
an intolerable nuisance. 

All winter Butler voluntarily made daily 
removals from the slaughter-houses, al- 
though not required under his contract, 
without even asking for additional compen- 
sation, and without being ordered by the 
Board of Health. Daily removal was not a 
necessity in the winter and spring. Hence 
the conclusion that the daily removal even 
without pay was profitable for the St. Louis 
Sanita orks, in which Garbage Remover 
Butler is also the leading figure. Now that 
a daily removal becomes imperative by rea- 
son of warm weather Butler falls back on 
his contract. The Board of Health must 
order a daily removal at an increase in 
compensation or the slaughter-houses must 
dispose of the 1 4. between the regular 
days of removal. If they hau! it to the river 
or dump it in the sewers they are liable 
to prosecution, 

nder an opinion of the City Counselor 
the board cannot contract with any one but 
Butler to do the work. The only other al- 
ternative is to prosecute the slaughter- 
house men for maintaining a nuisance, 
which would mean long and costly litiga-° 
tion, with no immediate abatement of the 
nuisance. 

The Board of Health and the slaughter- 
house men are in a dilemma. Either the 
board must order a daily removal at the

THE RIVER VERY LOW. 


Its Condition Remarked by Old River- 
men as Unusual. 


Experienced rivermen say the present 
stage of water is the lowest on record at this 
season of the year. The reading Saturday 
morning was 8.20 feet above the mark. The 
highest water so far this season was regis- 
tered May 22, when the guage marked 9.85 
feet. The highest reading for 1894 was on 
May Ii, when the reading was 250 feet, and 
that was not considered very high water. 
The river is now receding, there having 
been a fall of 1.65 feet in thirty-six hours. 
The low stage of the water is interferin 
with upper river traffic, and the Diamon 
Jo season is later than usual. Rafting 
from the Upper Mississippi is hampered, 
and the boats are forced to tow lighters, 
a very unusual occurrence at this season 
of the year, when high water is the rule, 
and the boats can load to the guards.

CHAIRMAN MAFFITT’S CONCESSION. 


Like Davy Crockett’s device to bring 
down the coon, the circular letter of 
Chairman Farriss of the Laclede County 
Democratic Committee to the chairmen of 
all county committees has served to 
bring Chairman Maffitt to a realization of 
the danger that threatens the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee in refus- 
ing to make any concession to the senti- 
ment of the voters in favor of a State 
convention. 

In yesterday’s Post-Dispatch Chairman 
Meffitt was quoted as saying that he 
would ignore the call for a convention. 
But after reading the letter of Chairman 
Farriss, Mr. Maffitt seems to have ex- 
perienced a change of mind. In one of 
the morning papers he is quoted as say- 
ing that there is no need to go outside of 
the State Committee, as he will call a 
meeting of that body at the request of 
three memibers or of a majority of the 
chairmen of the county committees. 

But it should be noted that Chairman 
Maffitt’s promise is ifdefinite. It relates 
only to calling the committee together. 
It is a well-known fact that Chairman 
Maffitt and a majority of the committee 
are opposed to calling a convention. Mr. 
Maffitt gives no hint of the circumstances 
which would induce him and his adher- 
ents on the committee to call a conven- 
tion. The committee might meet and 
decline to call a convention. It might 
refuse to call it except under certain 
conditions. In either case the voters 
would be as helpless as they now are 
and the summer might be so far ad- 
‘yanced that it would be too late to act 
independently of the committee. 

The wisest course would be to take no 
chances with a committee opposed to 
the will of the party. Chairman Farriss 
should continue his effort to ascertain 
the sentiment of the county committees. 
When the evidence is all in if the regular 
State Committee refuses to comply with 
the wishes of the voters it will be easy 
to go ahead independently.

SECRETARY MORTON'S CONFESSION. 


Secretary Morton admits the facts pub- 
lished by the Post-Dispatch in substan- 
tiation of the charge that the Bureau of 
Animal Industry is run in the interest of 
the Beef Trust, but enters a plea in abate- 
ment.

The unwholesome meat still belongs to 
the packer and while it cannot be shipped 
abroad or shipped from one State to 
another, it can be sold in local markets. 

This is an admission that the Bureau 
as a means of protecting the public from 
diseased meat is a fraud, but it is not a 
sufficient defense in view of the facts. 
Secretary Morton's order to inspectors 
to send all infected meats to the render- 
ing tank, the execution of which has been 
inexplicably postponed, indicates that he 
had a different view of the power of the 
Government under the law before the ex-

CARLISLE’S DOUBLE PRICES. 


Secretary Carlisle is fighting a shadow 
when he attacks an alleged assertion of 
bimetallists that free coinage of silver 
will double prices. He cannot cite a bi- 
metallist of standing who claims or be- 
lieves that free coinage will double prices, 

The Secretary of the Treasury might 
have saved himself the trouble of prov- 
ing that other causes besides the money 
supply affect prices. It is freely admitted 
that supply and demand, improvements 
in manufacture and transportation facil- 
ities and speculative movements may be 
important factors in determining prices. 

But Mr. Carlisle will search in vain for 
an acknowledged authority on the sci- 
ence of money who holds that an abun- 
dant supply of redemption money will 
not by injecting new vigor into business 
and stimulating trade and manufacture 
create a buoyant market, which is an 
essential condition of general prosperity. 

On the other hand Mr. Carlisle will 
search in vain for a respectable author- 
ity who denies that a money standard 
constantly enhancing in value as gold has 
been for twenty years past creates a 
declining and stagnant market and has a 
depressing effect on trade and industry. 

The bimetallists do not claim that the 
prices of all commodities under gold 
monometallism have steadily declined 
at a uniform rate. They admit that 
there have been fluctuations and that the 
prices of some commodities have risen at 
various times from various causes. But 
they do claim, and Mr. Carlisle’s explana- 
tion of fall of prices is an admission 
of its truth, that while different causes 
operate to raise or depress the prices of 
particular commodities, the money value 
of nearly everything except debts has 
declined under the gold standard. And 
it has declined wherever the gold stan- 


dard has been enforced.

THE MISSOURI PLATFORM. 


One of the reasons most frequently ad- 
vanced for opposing a State Convention 
this year in Missouri is that the platform 
adopted at Kansas City last year is a 
satisfactory announcement of the posi- 
tion of Missouri Democrats on the silver 
question. Here is the money plank of 
that platform: 

We therefore demand the free bimetallic 
coinage of both gold and silver, and the 
restoration of the bimetallic standard as 
it existed under our laws for over eighty 
years prior to the demonetization of the 
standard silver dollar in 1873, and should 
it become necessary in order to maintain 
the two metals in circulation to readjust 
the ratio, it should be determined whether 
gold has risen or silver has fallen, and 
whether there should be change of the gold 
dollar or the silver dollar, or of both, to 
the end that whatever ratio is adopted the 
rights of both creditor and debtor shall 
be preserved alike, having in view the de- 
mands of the people for an adequate cir- 
culating medium. We declare that we are 
not in favor of gold monometallism or sil- 
ver monometallism, but that both should 
be coined at such ratio as will maintain the 
two metals in circulation. 

Is that a satisfactory statement of the 
views and demands of Missouri Demo- 
crats, especialy in view of the aggressive 
campaign which the Administration is 
making in favor of the single gold stan- 
dard? 

If not there is good reason for holding a 
convention that will express those views 
and demands in a manner that cannot 
be mistaken.

988 claims on the rolls in one year after the 
passage of the act of 1890, which makes 88. 
969,380 for them that year, and if they are 
allowed to go on it will take $250,000,000 a 
year to pay our pensions.

REPUBLIC OF FORMOSA. - 


A New Complication Arises in the 
Eastern Situation.

In all ages it has been common 
to settle points of difference by a wager or 
to accomplish great feats under penalty of 
the loss of a given sum. There's a man 
down in Kentucky who vowed never to cut 
his beard until Henry Clay was elected 
President. This was really a vow, but it 
was also a bet. The man bet against fate 
and fate won. 

A rash young Harvard aduate re- 
cently went around the world without a 
cent of money in his pockets when he start- 

. t was given out that he had laid a 
w of $5, that he could make the trip 
without ae It has since turned out 
that he was simply the agent of a widely- 
advertised article. 

Election bets are sometimes made which 
require the loser to wheel the winner in a 
barrow over a certain distance. A famous 
Yale football player once laid a wager that 
he could eat two dozen eggs at one sitting. 
He ate them. Bridge jumpers have risked 
their lives for a wager. 

The old English law forced bettors to pay 
their debts.
